sion, But by far the worst tract is that comprised in the districts north of the Ganges which I

jorthern Tirhoot (especially in the Durbhunga, Seetamurhee and Mudhoobunnee sub- 
Rigisions)ytho trans-Gangetic portion of Bhagulpore (especially in the country round Soopool), 
and the north-western portion of Diuagepore. In Tirhoot alone, out of an entire population of 
4 millions, it is calcuiated that 25 per cent. or about one- million persous, will have to be 
supported partiaily or wholly for a period of about seven months, and that the numbers to, be 
supported for alike period in Chumparun and Sarun, respectively, will be about 400,000 
and 280,000. Such precise estimates do not appear yet to have been made in respect of 































er Northern Bhagulpore or Dinagepore, but, on a rough calculation, the entire number requiring 


tobe supported throughout Chumparun, Sarun, Tirhoot, Bhagulpore, Purneah and Dinage- 
pore, will be from 84 to 4 millions. 
It is trie that this estimate includes the large proportion of the population capable of 
labor, and who are, and will continue as long as possible, to be supplied with suitable labor ; 
but amongst such vast numbers there must be a very great many unfit forany kind of 
labor, and long before the expiration of the period during which the people must be supported, 
the advent of the rainy season will render it difficult to find means of employing laborers 
profitably. Hence, the task of gratuitous relief in these particular tracts is stupendous, and 
one which the funds raised by charity, with whatever degree of zeal and unanimity its efforts 
might be put forth, could hardly be expected to cope with. The Government, anticipating 
this, have deterred toaccept the entire responsibility of the cost of maintaining life in these 
tracts, and leave us the field for employment of the means obtained from charity, the 
administration of relief, in those districts or tracts in which the anticipated general distress 
and suffering is less severe, and also in all districts amongst those classes who are not 
. accustomed to hard work, and who if left to themselves would undergo any privation, even 
* to the sacrifice of life, rather than show themselves in the ranks of pauperism. 

‘This policy of the Government is clearly indicated and summarized in the final para- 
graph of a Notification just published by the Executive Relief Committee in Calcutta, which 
1 will read to the mectin, : 

In districts, therefore, where the distress is now, or anticpated to become, very great, the 
aid given by the Central Famine Relief Committee will be restricted to grants to local 
committees for charitable purposes, Government providing labor and grain and undertaking 
the cost of the transport and of all establishments; while in other parts, where high prices 
may on the poorer classes, the (entrel Committee will establish a system of charitable 
relief through local committees. The result of the abové is that, in the very distressed 
districts the Government will provide both for the able-bodied working classes, and for those 
reduced to actual pauperism, while private liberality will.be applied to the relief of 
those who aré neither accustomed to hurd work nor of a class to be treaged as paupers, and 
whom a little pecuniary or other sid, or the provision of light labor in their houses or at their 
doors, may save from pauperism, and enable to tide over the season of distress with self- 
respect and without-loss of social position, or more than relievable suffering.” 4 

Here, then, we have set before us the objects to whioh such funds as our united efforts 
may succeed in raising are to be devoted, and I confidently predict that they’ will commend 
themselves to the strongest sympathies of at least the majority of those whom I am now

come to the consideratign of the question as to the obligation on us here assembled, who aim 
at representing the people of the eastern districts, to contriliute to the relief of the distress 
which is prevailing, and likely for sometime to prevail, in'so many parts of the country. 

T know that a doubt has been expressed, if not in Dacca, at least in some districts of 
the division, whether the people are not as badly off here as in the distressed tracts before 
referred to, and can therefore reasonably be asked to help others—and a comparative review 
of the reported prices-current is assigned as the reason for this doubt. In regard te published 

ices-current, 1 would say that the returns cannot be taken by themselves as a certain 

indicator of the relative degrees of popular distress. I observe in a list uow before me, quoting 
the prices-current in several districts and places up to very recent dates, that, with the 
exception of Tirhoot, rice was selling here as dear as in Calcutta; yet it could not be thought 
that there was great distress amongst the population of Calcutta, where the population was, 
asa sule, far better off by reason of higher wages and other circumstances, than the people of 
Tirhoot and some of the other distressed tracts, and could better stand the pressure of high 
prices. And so it is here in the eastern districts—the people are much better off. Wages of 
the ordinary laborer in Behar are scarcely more than #rds of the rate prevailing in this division. 
. I know there are some industrial classes in this town, and probably oi her towns in this division, 
whose particular branches of industry are on the decline, aud who, at a time like the present, 
are doubtless considerably straitened and subjected to much privation. But that is not the 
case with what I may call the landed interest of Eastern Bengal, in which term I include 
the zemindar, the middleman, and cultivating ryot—all, in short, who intercept any portion 
of the produce of the soil—to whom especially my appeal for aid is addressed; and whatever 
may have been the effect of the “hard times” on other classes, I assert without fear of con- 
tradiction, that for these classes—and they form the great mass of the community of these 

—the great calamity has been a source of actual profit—and such has been the ease; not 
only now: but equally so, I believe, in all past seasons of dearth. Whatever may be the sad 
effects of a time of drought elsewhere, in the well-watered districts of Eastern Bengal the 
land is ever productive. Such being the case, there is, I venture to say, an irresistible and 
indefeasible obligation on the part of the people of Eastern Bengal, to come to the aid of 
their distressed fellow-countrymen of the western districts. 

I will merely add two remarks, for I am unwilling longer trespass on the time of this 
meeting—Ist, that influential persons may do more towards the success of the cause for 
which we have met to-day, fy inducing the humbler but well-to-do agricultural classes to 
contribute according to theit means, setting on foot, in fact, a house-to-house invitation to 
subscribe, accorfiag to their means—and this without the intervention of gomastes and 
eons, whose Yapacity where they are employed makes such attempts a grievous imposition 
upon the people—than by their own contributions on however large arscale, for great amounts 
‘are made up, not out of the liberal gifts of the few, so much as the petty contributions of 
* the masses; «nd thes@ consequently, it should be our endeavour to reach by the present 
movement. My only remaining observation is that, perhaps some good might be done by 
landholders offering: inducements to pcople of the distressed districts to come and settle on

Not a bhsy hum of 
life to disturb the still solemnity of the dismal heavens. Such is the awful, i 
scene to distract the sight and pain the heart. Parents who would devote their lives 
their children are under the excruciating pangs of hunger, and are incapable of 
doing that duty to them which Sir Sidney Smith did to his wounded comrade on the le 
» field. A correspondent from one of the famishing districts writing to a Calcutta daily 
said that aman earned six pice as his whole day’s wages, and with it in the evening SEs 
to his house a seer of Alooa, which he ate himself without giving the least morsel arth 
erying babes. Sach are he heatendig acounts that euch rom thee ple, 
ipalihion 1 What avails your wealth if you do not spend a fraction.of it to 
your countrymen? You all remember the lines you read in the Juvenile Conree:—_ 
Wate ‘When wealth to virtuons hands is given, 
eu It blesses like the dews of heaven ; 
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‘will find one universal cry of want among the poor. Come then, I exhort you, give in 
thousands, and the Moral Governor of the Universe will repay 70% with plenty, This is a fit 
occasion for you to, open your purses. If men in foreign lands are grieved to hear of the 
distress in this country, and subscribe largely, should you not help your own a a ? 
Brethren, sustain your tation asa hospitable race. In ordi times, men with ordi- 
nary means in the villages,#eed as many as present themselves at and will not let them 
go away unfed. Come forth, therefore, and liberally respond to the call. As for you, my 
countrymen of moderate means, it behoves you to do the same duty with still greater 
Bere gee oe ami that it is your fellow-beings who are the sufferers in these places 
* pointed out to you by the Chairman in the ba and remember the native adage that ten 

men’s sticks put together will make one man’s load. 1 therefore reiterate, do not hesitate to 
to make the best of this opportunity and earn the blessings of the afflicted and dying, and 
grace before the throne of the All-Merciful. 

The Resolution was then put to the meeting by the Chairman and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Thoms in general terms the great necessity for active benevolence that the 
times presented, and, as charity begins at home, and the evidence of suffering to some extent 
was locally becoming apparent in the market fluctuations in the prices of food cereals, he 
thought it only prudent to move the following Resolution :— 











Second Resolution —Moved by Mr. A. Thoms. 

That the money raised by subscription throughout the Eastern Districts form one 
consolidated fund for expenditure in gratuitous relief; that one-half be held as a reserve, so 
long as the Committee shall deem it necessary, for the administration of relief where required 
in any of the districts in which the money is raised, and that the remaining moiety be 
transmitted to the Executive Relief Committee in Calcutta, for application to relief measures 
under that Committee’s control. 

Mr. J. G. N. Pogose seconded the Resolution. 

Baboo Obhoy Chunder Dass, Personal Assistant to the Commissioner, addressed the 

meeting ia Bengali, strong!y advocating the object of the Resolation, dwelling at length upon 
the duties and special obligations of the people of the Eastern Districts in this matter, and 
giving, for the information of those present, who might be supposed to be acquainted only 
with their own vernacular, a brief resumé of what had been said by those speakers who had 
previously addressed the meeting in English. 

‘The Resolution was then put to the meeting by the Chairman and carried unanimously. 

The Chairman then proposed the circulation of the subscription lists for entry of the

Mr. Macaulay attributes this to the fact that the recent rainfall has rendered ploughi 
possible, and he expects that the demand for employment will spon rise to its former level. ] 

5. The purchase of rice in Midnapore has been proceeding steadily, and since last 
meeting Baboo Kally Prosono has made over 800 maunds to Mr. Anderson for storage in = 
Messrs, Watson’s factories. 

6. A report from Baboo Gossain Dass Dutt, dated Chunderkonah, 18th March, was laid 
before the comwmitive. He states thit 128 of the Chunderkonah weavers have consented to 
learn to weave gunny, on condition that they are paid three annas a day while learning, and 
their gunny is bought at a fixed price afterwards. The committee sanctioned these terms on 
the strength of his statement, that nothing under three annus a day would enable the weavers 
to support their families. He said that he wanted persons who understood gunny-weaving, 
to act as teachers. The Secretary was accordinyly directed to apply to the Superintendent 
of the jail for a gunny loom and two prisoners who understand gunny-weaving, and to send the 
loom and prisoners under a guard to Chunderkonah as soon as possible. The Distriet 
Superintendent aleo undertook to find fram among the released prisoners in that. part of the 
district some who had been taught gunny-weaving when in jail. 

7. One loom has already been despatched to Chunderkonah with two prisoners to work 
it, and five looms have been ordered to be made on the same pattern as those used-for gunny in 
the district jail. It is hoped that on setting these looms at work the weavers may be induced to 
convert their own looms into gunny looms, a change which can be effected with tolerable ease. 

8. Baboo Gosenin Dass also reported serious distress among the non-weaving classes, 
and recommended, that road works should be commenced .as soon as ible. Rs, 200 have 
been sent for road-work, and he has been further authorized in cases of great necessity to give 
tickets for cooked food in connection with the food-dep6t already established for “the relief of 
sufferers from the epidemic. His full report on the state of the weavers had not been received 
by last Saturday, so that the question of the wisdom of assisting the weavers in their own 
special trade could not be discussed at the last meeting. fs

Tux following Report of the Select Committee, on the Lill to amend the Calcutta Markets’ Act, 
VIII ot 1871, with the Bill as amended by the Committee, is, by order of the President, published 
for general information :— 

g, the undersigned Members of the Select Committee of the Council of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal for the a oe of making Laws and Regulations, to which the Bill to amend 
the Caleutta Markets’ Act, VIII of 1871, was referred, have the honor to report that we have 
considered the above Bill, and have made the following amendments :— 

1. We have defined the word “market” to mean “a market carried on under the eontrol of 
the Justices of the Peace for the Town of Calcutta ;” in order to meet the case of any single 
person carrying on a market immediately under the direction of the Justices. We have also inserted 
Section 6 of the present Bull after Section 2, and have slightly altered the same so as to allow the 
Justices to exervise thefr discretion in granting licenses only at a meeting. We have erased clause 
{e) of Section 2 as unnecessary. 

2. We are of opinion that if power is accorded to the Justices to purchase, establish, and 
carry on Municipal Markets, power should also be accorded to them to close, sell, or let out the 
same, and also to sell or let oft Jand which remains in their hands after the closing of any market, 
To give them power to establish and carry on only, would, we think, tie them down to carrying 
on a business which jight be an unremunerative one, to the detriment of the tax-payers. We have 
therefore after, Section 3 of Bill inserted two fresh sections to the above effect. 

3. We have struck out Section 7 of the Bill as unnecessary. 

4 . 4. We have in Section 8 inserted the words “at a meeting ” after the word “ Justices” in the 
first line, as we are of opinion that a matter involving a somewhat unusual expenditure out of the 
Municipal Fund should be sanctioned by a majority of their number at a mecting. 

5. For greater cegtainty we bave inserted certain words at the end of Section 11, in order to. 
a e Justices the same powers for the purposes of this Act as they already possess under former

6. The Chairman is in communication with Government, on the subjeot of the reports 
of the operations of district committees to be submitted to the Committee.

y come in, to be made over to such guardianship as, bearing in mind the 
2nd principle laid down, the local Committees may select. 

“TV.—Oaloulation is to be made in the case of each child as to the time that such 
child is likely to be a burden to its guardian, and as to the cost of such . 
guardianship, and provision is to be made to meet such cost to such extent as 
the fund at the Committee’s dixposal may admit of, and to as much as possible 
the contentment of the guardian.” 

8, Finally, the Committee has been in communication with the Lord Mayor of London, 
the Mayor of Manchester, and the Chairman of the Madras Reliof Committee on the subject 
of the mode of distribution of funds, and every endeavour has becn made to satisfy tho
